General Logan was alway s loy al to his 
country . 
A t the outbreak of the Mexican 
war, when but twenty y ears of age, he 
was among the first to tender his services 
to the Government for the war as a pri­ 
vate soldier. 
Hi# services were accepted; 
but he was immediately made first lieu­ 
tenant and afterwaids promoted to adju­ 
tant aud quartermaster of his regiment; 
and was distinguished throughout the 
war for his great courage. 
Logan was a 
firm supporter of Stephen A. Douglas for 
the Presidency ; but said, at the same time 
that if Lincoln was elected he would take 
up arms to see him seated if such a thing 
was accessary . When the war of the Re­ 
bellion broke out he was a member of 
Congress, representing a Democratic dis­ 
trict from Southern Illiuois with a major­ 
ity of some fourteen thousand. 
He did 
not believe in war and tried to avert it in 
every honorable way . 
But when the con- 
fiict actually came he defined his positi« n 
in words that had no uncertain sound, 
say ing: 
“ I have been taught to believe 
that the preservation of this glorious 
Union, with its broad flag waving over 
us, as the shield for our protection on 
land and on sea, is paramount to all ti e 
parties and platforms that ever have ex­ 
it e d or ever cn*' **xist. 
I would to-day , 
if I had tbe 
sink my own p.*ny 
and every other one, with all their plat­ 
forms into tbe vortex of ruin, without 
heaving a sigh, or sheding a tear, to save 
the Union.” A few months later he left 
his seat in Congress and went forth as a 
private citizen, with a musket on bis 
shoulder to participate in the first Bull 
Run battle. 
Here he fought bravely ; was 
one of the last to leave the field; and ex­ 
posed himself to special danger while as­ 
sisting to carry some of the wounded sol­ 
diers out of the range of the enemies fire. 
He went back to Congress fully satisfied 
that the war was inevitable and that there 
were now tut two side# to the question. 
Hence be resigned his seat wem back to 
Illinois and made his voice ring through 
his district in behalf of the Union. 
He 
carried l|is constituants with him so com­ 
pletely that they voluntarily met every 
call for troops made by the government 
without a draft. 
He also immediately < r 
ganized a regiment and went forth to bat­ 
tle as its colonel. 
His success as a mili­ 
tary leader was marked from the begin­ 
ning. 
His promotion was rapid until at 
the close of the war he w as a Major Gen­ 
eral in the volunteer army . 
General Logan was alway s distinguish­ 
ed for his fearless courage. 
He often ex­ 
posed himself to dangers that seemed un 
warranted and foolish. 
Indeed he was 
often severely censured for it by his 
friends. 
In reply to this he said that he 
did not expose himself to danger for the 
sake of appearing brave, but because of 
tbe moral effect that it had upon his 
troops. 
His soldiers ail had confidence 
in their commander, and wherever Lo­ 
gan went they were ready to follow even 
into the very jaws of death. 
His very 
presence was an inspiration to bis troops 
that brought victory where defeat would 
otherwise have resulted. 
Like Grant “ he 
loved peace rather than war, and resorted 
to war only as a means of peaoe.” 
He 
did not love danger, but did not shrink 
from danger when it wa9 necessary to 
guarantee victory . 
Logan was an aggressive man. 
He did 
not live in the dead past, nor was he sat­ 
isfied with the achievements already w on; 
but pressed forward into new conflicts, 
with the view of wining other and equally 
important victories. 
During the war he 
never thought of compromise or of lay ­ 
ing down the sword until the last battle 
was fought, and the stars and stripes 
floated triumphantly and unchallenged 
over the entire Union. 
In times of peace he was not idle and 
indifferent to the public good; but became 
deeply and intensely interested in the 
vital questions of the hour, endeay oring 
to improve the condition of the whole na 
lion; to foster confidence and love for the 
Union and to secure by wise legislation 
and the ties of natural affection, tbe peace 
that had been purchased on so many 
bloody fields of battle. 
Logan was ready to champion the cause 
of any worthy man; but especially the in­ 
terest of the soldiers who risked their 
lives in the defense of the Union. 
Claim­ 
ing that the government could never re­ 
pay them for their services on the battle 
field. 
Surely the Grand Army of the Re­ 
public will feel meat deeply the lo# # of 
their distinguished comrade and devoted 
friend.

Genersl Logan fought many hard b a t-! as we marched along, dotting the place 
ties, won many brilliant victories and 
obey ed many calls of his country , as a 
soldier and a statesman. 
Helitterly gave * 
hi# life a# an offering for his country ; and j 
y et he never performed a more becoming ] 
or more worthy act than when, with bared j 
head, and contrite heart, he bowed at the 


where the private soldier sleeps forever. 
Those who are left, we love aud respect, 
and the memory of those who are dead, 
we revere. 
When they passed away , though not 
having in tbe din of battle tbat opportu­ 
nity of preparing to meet their God that 


vowed eternal allegiance to the Lord of 
lords, and King of kings. 
“ He fought a 
good figh; he kept the faith and finished 
his course; and has gone hence to receive 
from the hands of the “ Supreme Com­ 
mander,” “ a crown of rightou9 ness that 
fadeth not away .”

When a soldier died in battle, “ few and 
short were tbe pray er# we said.” The 
steurn realities of war, forbade expres- 
sions of sorrow or « ligns of .mourning. 
Nevertheless, death was not lost to ui \ 
and in the sacrifice, we saw links which 
bound him who died, in kinship with 
humanity . 
W hen a soldier dies, while 
we gather about his bier, and place upon 
it tokens of our remembrance and love, 
we instinctively turn to the period when 
he voluntered to serve his country and 
for its cause offered his life in the bal­ 
ance. 
That period marks hi# manhood; 
and remembered shall ho be who so m an­ 
ifested it. 
The outbreak of the war 
found General Logan in the Lower House 
•f Congress, and the first battle of Bull 
Run, Sunday , July 21st, 18 61, found him 
while y et a member of Congress, in the 
ranks of a Michigan regiment, musket in 
hand, and doing battle as a private sol­ 
dier. 
Soon after, he resigned his seat in 
Congress, returned to Illinois, raised a 
regiment of infantry designated as the 
31st Illinois, and was commissioned its 
Colonel. 
He went directly to the front, 
and his first battle was at Belmont, Mo. 
Nov. 7, 18 61. 
And the la*t gioat battle 
before Atlanta was fought July 22, 18 64; 
where he commanded the Army of the 
Tennessee, after the death of tlie gallant 
McPherson. 
In nil the long aud weari- 
som months intervening between Bel­ 
mont and Atlanta, Gen. Logan was in 
active ¡service, except for a short time 
when wounded. 
And there was scarcely 
a battle of note fought by the Army ot 
the Tennessee, that he did not act a con 
spicuous part in. 
I speak of him as a soldier, for it was 
my fortune to belong to the Army of the 
Tennessee, and I first knew him in the 
great war of the rebellion; and in m;m- 
ory , I see him to-day as I did in the ar­ 
my ; on the march; in campaigns and in 
battle. 
At Ray mond, Champion Hills, 
Black River Bridge, and Vicksburg, I 
saw him in his majestic power, but at A t­ 
lanta, it is believed he added the crown- 
ii g glory of his life as a great soldier. 
Ha commanded his regiment with cour­ 
age; he led brigades, divisions and corps 
with singular ability and bravery , and at j 
Atlanta, assuming command of the aru y 
of the Tennessee, when McPherson was 
killed, it seemed that he plucked victory 
from defeat. 
No one wbo/ever saw him under fire, 
can forget or obliterate from his memory 
the picture of this man. 
His dark and 
regular features, were lighted up with 
seeming fire; his keen, 
piercing ey e 
flashed out terrible expression; hi# voice, 
clear and strong,and above the din of bat­ 
tle; his form erect; his wealth of hair—his

4.—Senator Al 
dricu made public Monday night the report 
of vho senate committee on transportation 
routes to tho seaboard on tho subject of rail­ 
road freights in the United Htutos and for­ 
eign countries. 
Tin rojjort contains tabu­ 
lated statements of the p rog ress in produc­ 
tion and transportation in the princljiai 
countries of the world. 
Efforts wore mada 
by the committee to group togotlier tho aver­ 
age yoarly prices of grain at tho various 
grain centers of the United States for a series 
of years, and to show the difference* in price 
jsr bushel at various points between these 
geographical sections, which would represent 
in n measure tho freight and tho tendoney of 
the rates of freight charges. 
It Is shown, for 
example, that the difference in the prices of 
com between the Atlantic ports and th» 3 lake 
ports has steadily declined from 21 cents 
p i itush 1 in 1873, to 10 cents per bushel in 
J ASJ ; Uh.vven tlie Atlantic [X>rts and the 
western river i» orts, from 19 cents in 18 7 3, to 
11 cents in 1883. 
An attempt was made by the committee to 
ascertain the rates of freight from the prin- 
eipallintermediato jvmits to tho seaboard, and 
also from tlie intermediate points to tho prin­ 
cipal cities of various states. 
The investiga­ 
tion was c nducted in hope* of ascertaining 
facts in regard to the difference of rates 
charged for long hauls and short hauls, and 
to throw light upon the vexed question of 
long and short hauls. 
In relation to this iu- 
qiiiry the committee says: 
If th j returns from which the above sum­ 
mary is constructed may be relied on (and 
the committee hus been careful in selecting 
only returns that uppeared on their face 
correct), tho rates charged for local freight 
are evidently levied on the somewhat g en­ 
eral principle of what the traffic will bear. 
In Massachusetts, when terminals are taken 
into consideration, the cost of transporting a 
bushel of w heat is moreneurly equitable than 
in any other state represented in the sum­ 
mary. 
« till we And the anomaly of a lesser 
rate for thirty-six miles than for fifteen 
miles. 
In Pennsylvania local rates 
are 
higher than in Massachusetts. 
In Ohio the 
rate is about the same on sixty miles as it is 
on ninety, while the long haul of 21ft miles, 
instead of being relatively less, is relatively 
greater. 
In Massachusetts in 1883, it cost 
4.ft rents to transport a bushel of wheat 
sixty-four miles; the cost in Connecticut for 
transporting the samo quantity of grain 
rixty-two miles was ? cents; in Pennsyl­ 
v ania, s» Yy miles, 4.2 cents, and in Ohio, 
sixty miles, 5 cents. Of course the conditions 
may not have been the same. 
Further went 
wo find Kansas paying 4.2 cents i*er bushel 
for traiiBjiorting a bushel of wheat forty 
miles, and Massachusetts for the same serv­ 
ice, thirty-six miles, 2.8 rents, while Cali­ 
fornia pays 5.3 cents jer bushel for fifty 
miles. 
Turning from the United States to foreign 
c< untried the committee shows the produc­ 
tion and consumption of cereals in Europe, 
and brings out tho fact that tho increase in 
population has been relatively much greater 
in the great grain producing countries than 
it h;us been in the grain buying countries. 
The United Kingdom appears to have pur 
chased about two-thirds of all tho wheat the 
United States exported during this period, 
on 1 therefore special attention has been 
g.vcn to England's supply of wheat. 
For 
this purpo.-i) a table was prepared giving n 
summary of the wheat imported into tho 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and lre- 
lnn I from various 
countries during the 
period (7 years), from 1S3G to 1*12 inclusive, 
a n d tho decades from 1813 to 1882 inclusive, 
showing the total importations of wheat, and 
the proportions furnished by tho United 
.States, 
Russia, 
Germany, 
British North 
America, Egypt, France, Denmark and all. 
other countries. 
In commenting on this 
table, the committee says; 
A g lance a t this sum m ary not only shows 
the rap idity of the agricultural growth of 
the United States a udits impo tanee as a 
food exporting country, but.it also presents 
¡onio of the economic changes that have 
take!! place in Europe. 
In the first period 
the United States supplied leas than 1 per 
ent of tho wheat imported into tlie United 
Kingdom, in the last i*eriod it supplied 
nearly 54 per cent; from less (lmn 1,000,900 
bushels it increased by a series of leaps and 
bounds to a bout 508,000,000 bushels. 
Except­ 
ing tho rapid growth of imports of wheat 
from India (which does not appear in this 
table, India being classified under “ all other 
countries,” ) there is no instance in economic 
history of a growth so rapid. 
One of the most important features of tho 
report is the showing in tabular form of the 
prices of wheat for a series of years in the 
principal countries of tho world.

tables show that “ tho average yearly price 
of wheat is lowest iu India, ranging from 85 
cents per bushel at C alcutta to $. 102 at

The average price of wheat at the principal 
grain port of England was exactly $1.50 per 
bushel. 
Rouen and Nantes are the chea)>est 
wheat ports in France, namely:

bushel and $1.50 per bushel respectively. 
Important facts are brought out in the re­ 
port relating to ocean transportation and 
the comparative cost of freight from India, 
Russia and the United States to Great 
Britain, and a table is given showing, in 
comparison, the rr.tre of freight for cereals

The N ick el-P la te Hoad O rdered Sold on 


A M o rtga ge. 
C le v e la n d , Ohio, J an. 4.—J udges J . M. 
J ones and E. T. Hamilton decided the Nickel- 
Platc railroad case, Monday morning. 
Suit 
was brought against the New York, Chicago 
& St. Louis railroad company by the Union 
Trust company of New York, trustees for 
the second mortgage bondholders for $10,* 
<>00,000. 
The court held that the first mort­ 
gage held by the Central Trust company as 
trustees, was illegal and that the bondhold­ 
ers under that mortgage are general credi­ 
tors to the amount of $15,000,000. 
The 
court also ordered the sale of the ro a i 
under the socond mortgage, which amounts 
to 
$i 0,000,00u. 
The 
validity 
of 
car 
trust 
certificates,UKamoun ting 
to 
$4,- 
t■00,000, was affirmed, and separate sale of 
equipment under these certificates was or­ 
dered. 
It was claimed that the consolidation 
of five state corporations into the Nickel- Plate 
was illegal. 
The court declared that the 
consolidation was illegal in two respects, but 
the corporation wa3 a corporation do facto, 
and had a legal right to execute the mort­ 
gages. 
It was also held that neither the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern railroad 
or the judgment creditors of the Nickel-Plato 
have liens by virtue of their judgments, and 
their only interest is as creditors to the ex­ 
tent of their judgments. 
The decision is a 
Vanderbilt victory, and w ill be appealed. 


A How A bo ut L a bels. 
C in cin n a ti, J an. 4.— Cigar Makers’ Pro­ 
tective union No 4 has recently charged 
Eureka Assembly 4,9 40 Knights o f Labor, 
composed o f cigar makers, with violating 
the eight-hour rule, with adopting resolu­ 
tions refusing to allow manufacturers the 
use of the blue seal of the order unless they 
discontinue the use of the blue label of the 
International union, and with seeking to de­ 
stroy the union and force all cigar makers to 
join the Knights of Labor. 
The K. of L. 
cigar makers will retaliate by declaring war 
to tie knife against the International union. 
This will place both manufacturer and re­ 
tailer in a dilemma, and serious trouble m a y 
follow. 
President Strosser, of the Interna­ 
tional union, has notified Union No, * that it 
is positively known that the blue lab 1 is be­ 
ing counterfeited in this city.

Charged with Several Swindles. 
N ew H a ven, J an. 4.—Charles N. Wheeler, 
of Willimantfc, a son of J ohn 1). W heeler, 
for several years clerk and treasurer of tie1 
town of Windham, has been arrested on a 
requisition of Governor Oglesby, granted 
by the governor of Connecticut, upon a 
charge of grand larceny. 
Wheeler has been 
a member of a banking house in Chicago, 
dealing in western farm loans, and is charged 
with stealing $800 which had bean paid him. 
Deputy Sheriff Swain, who sought the requi­ 
sition, accuses Wheeler or’ other crimes, 
which involve the establishment and w reck­ 
ing of a bank near Chicago and defrauding 
depositors of $40,000. 
Wheeler is very re­ 
spectably connected.
